Postmaster Advises 

ed jenkinson subbing 3c Stamps for Cards 

If you want to De sure that 
your Christmas mail reaches its 
destination on time and in 
good condition, here are a few 
suggestions issued this week by 
Assistant Postmaster Arthur 
Embree. 

To insure delivery to Eastern 
and Midwestern states, Mr. 
Embree states that packages 
should be in the mail not later 
than Dec. 10. Mailing to West¬ 
ern states, including California, 
should be done by Dec. 15. 

The Assistant Postmaster 
says that postal authorities re¬ 
commend the use of first class 
mail for Christmas cards as 
they will be forwarded if not 
deliverable or will be returned 
to the sender if the address is 
written clearly on the cover of 
the envelope. 

Cards sent with only 2c 
stamps are not forwardable 
and if they are undelivcrable 
they are destroyed by the'post 
office. Adding the extra lc 
gives your card every chance 
of being received and also 
saves postal employes the un¬ 
happy work of destroying 
beautiful Christmas messages. 

Mr. Embree also suggests 
that cards be put in bundles 
marked local and out of town, 
using facing slips furnished by 
the post office. A supply of 
facing slips will be supplied by 
your letter carrier, or you may 
obtain them from the office. 

An additional crew of work¬ 
ers will be ready to receive 
your Christmas mailing, ad¬ 
dress it properly'and mail it 
early so that both sender and 
receiver will be happy, Mr. 
Embree says.

Last of the Terrible Men" Tells All 


porter who had quit his job. 
What it all amounted to in 
the net result, as further ex¬ 
pressed by Harlan Ware, was 
that Jim Richardson had been 
supplying writers with success¬ 
ful plots for many years. More 
than one novel or short story, 
more than one motion picture, 
had been made from ideas born 
of personal experiences as told 
to his friends by Jim Richard¬ 
son. “Come Fill the Cup,” a 
movie starring James Cagney 
based on a novel by Harlan 
Ware, is one of the most re¬ 
cent. 

It was during the prepara¬ 
tion of that motion picture that 
Richardson decided it was time 
he wrote a book of his own. 
The Bugsy Siegel chapter was 
merely a drop in the bucket 
so far as he was concerned. 
There was the murder trial in¬ 
volving Beulah Louise Overell 
and George Rector Gollum, the 
once passionate young lovers 
who reportedly were munching 
hamburgers when a yacht with 
the girl’s parents aboard was 
blasted by dynamite off-shore. 

Richardson’s coverage of that 
story, assisted by some of the 
country’s best reporters, was 
considered by many veterans 
in journalism as being one of 
the greatest news beats in the 
newspaper world. And there 
were so many others—so many 
stories he had never told to 
anyone. 

“For the Life of Me” is now 
pushing the best seller list for 
several reasons. It is filled with 
excitement, suspense, and in¬ 
spiration. Best of all, it is true. 
As a piece of factual reporting 
it makes most adventure nov¬ 


els look like a very dull tea 
party by comparison. 

Why does John Reese, a 
writer whose stories in the past 
years have appeared in the 
Saturday Evening Post more 
consistently than any other au¬ 
thor, call Jim Richardson” The 
Last of the Terrible Men?” The 
answer is simple. Richardson 
is one of the few who remain 
in that old school of journalism 
where a man, yearning for per¬ 
fection, can throw a telephone 
at the wall or otherwise relieve 
himself through profanity in 
the heat of fighting the frus¬ 
trations that constantly beset 
any editor who seeks unbiased 
information. 

Many might find the person¬ 
al discovery of God an unex¬ 
pected chapter in a book such 
as "For the Life of Me,” but 
it’s there. It's there in such 
convincing manner that those 
who may blush through earlier 
chapters may later find them¬ 
selves lifted from the mixtures 
of gangsterdom, red light dis¬ 
tricts, bouts with whiskey, and 
tough journalism into the more 
illuminating revelations of the 
spirit. The book tells the life 
of a whole man, the bitter with 
the sweet. 

“For the Life of Me” is a per¬ 
sonal narration with an hon- 
est-to-life story that will pene¬ 
trate the hide of any reader, 
no matter what his prejudices 
may be. It is the story told 
by a man with a world wide 
reputation in journalism, an 
editor who supposedly is a 
hard-boiled character — “The 
Last of the Terrible Men” — 
but who in spirit is, quite ob¬ 
viously, as gentle as a Iamb.

It 
stuns me to learn that 600 fam¬ 
ilies—maybe many more—are 
willing to pay an installation 
charge plus $5 a month so they 
can get at least seven stations 
instead of only two or three. 

But most of us do little 
thinking as we listen to radio 
or watch TV. We are swept 
ahead so fast that ideas we 
half-grasp are swept out of our 
minds and forgotten. Only the 
commercials, which repeat and 
repeat, are deeply impressed 
on us. Reading matter which 
we can lay down and ponder, 
or reread and learn by heart, 
still is the greatest educational 
medium and inspirer of crea¬ 
tive thought.

The twittery-fluttery Miss 
Billie Burke continues to hold 
her audiences in thraldom, 
whether in laughter or near to 
tears. Indeed it is she and the 
excellent casting of nearly all 
the other parts in “Mother was 
a Bachelor,” rather than the 
play itself, to which this re¬ 
viewer must pay tribute for an 
enjoyable two hours at the Pas¬ 
adena Playhouse watching the 
fifteen characters unfold one 
more version of the well-worn 
but perennially appealing Cin¬ 
derella plot. 

It is “on the screened sum¬
